The new year has in store for you the largest and most exciting 
program of Continuing Education courses ever. The Disney Uni- 
versity, in cooperation with Valencia Community College and 
Mid-Florida Tech, offer 26 classes to cast members in supervision, 
business, languages, and clerical skills. These classes are held right 
here on Walt Disney World property for your convenience. 

The next session begins Monday, January 4, 1982, with preregis- 
tration in progress now. Simply drop by the Disney University in The 
Center or call extension 4744 to sign up for the course of your choice. 
Final registration and payment of tuition takes place on the first 
night of class. 

As an extra service, the Valencia Community College Bookstore 
Van will be parked in The Center parking lot on January 4 from 4:30 
to 7 p.m. During this time, you may purchase your books for any 
of the Valencia Community College courses offered at the Disney 
University. 

The following classes will be offered: 


VALENCIA COMMUNITY COLLEGE 


All VCC classes run 14 weeks, comprising one full semester. 
College credit will be given upon successful completion of course 
work. The fee is $54 for Florida residents and a one-time $10 regis- 
tration fee for students who have not taken previous VCC classes. 
All classes are three-credit courses. 

è Principles of Accounting II — This course begins Tuesday, 
January 5, 6-9 p.m. The course covers the principles and techniques 
of accounting applicable to partnerships and corporations, control- 
ling enterprises, and managerial decisionmaking. 

èe Psychology in Business and Industry — This course begins Tues- 
day, January 5, 6-9 p.m. The course is an introduction to the 
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psychology of human behavior as applied to business and industry. 
It is designed to study the many psychological factors involved in the 
work situation, including leadership, motivation, communications, 
morale, organizational structure, personnel selection, training and 
appraisal, and consumer problems. 

è Technical Business Communications — This course begins 
Monday, January 4, 6-9 p.m. In this course, emphasis is placed on 
clear, simple and precise English. Writing of business letters, office 
memos, technical reports, proposals, and recommendations. Prac- 
tice in collecting and preparing report formats. Oral reports and 
interviewing techniques are included. 

è Introduction to Data Processing — This course begins Thursday, 
January 7, 6-9 p.m. This course is an overview of the entire field of 
data processing. It covers topics such as manual and automatic 
recordkeeping, types of computers, a brief history of computing 
devices, data representation, computer components, and stored 
program concepts. 

è Introduction to Business — This course begins Thursday, January 
7, 6-9 p.m. Included in the outline for this course are the fundamen- 
tals of business organization and procedures to acquaint the student 
with management, terms, organization, and control of large and 
small businesses. 

è Business Organizations — This course begins Tuesday, January 
5, 6-9 p.m. In this course emphasis is given to the primary entities 
under which business is conducted in the state of Florida; sole 
proprietorship, partnership and corporation. Study is given to the 
Fictitious Name Statute and the several partnership agreements. 
Attention is given to procedure and form preparation in filing docu- 
ments to create and operate corporations, employment agree- 
ments, stock options and stock restrictions, Security Exchange 
Commission filing and the New York Stock and American Stock 
Exchange filings. 

è Basic Economics — This course begins Monday, January 4, 6-9 
p.m. This is a general survey course of basic economic concepts and 
institutions to prepare the student for intelligent citizenship. Em- 
phasis is on the principles of production, the determination of prices, 
the distribution of income, and economic problems of everyday life. 
Not intended for majors in economics or certain business curricula 
requiring six semester hours of "Principles of Economics.” 

e Career Development — This course begins Wednesday, January 
6, 6-9 p.m. This course emphasizes the development of decision- 
making skills enabling individuals to explore potential careers in 
terms of their interests, values, and educational goals. The use of 
career resources is an important aspect of this course. 


ORANGE COUNTY ADULT EDUCATION 


The Orange County Adult Education system offers many classes 
of varying lengths, and fees. College credit is not given. 
è English as a Second Language — This nine-week course begins 
Monday, January 4, 3-4:30 p.m., Mondays and Wednesdays, and is 
free. It is designed to assist foreign-born people to 
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communicate better in the English 
language. Emphasis is placed on 
both speaking and writing skills. If 
you want to improve your English 
skills, this is the class for you! 

è French — This nine-week course 
begins Tuesday, January 5, 5-8 p.m., 
Tuesdays and Thursdays, and the 
tuition is $15. This course is directed 
toward developing conversational 
abilities in the language. The class 
is designed to accommodate var- 
ious levels of French including 
beginning. 


è Spanish — This nine-week course 
begins Monday, January 4, 6-9 p.m., 
Mondays and Wednesdays, and the 
tuition is $15. This course will em- 
phasize conversational Spanish. It is 
designed to accommodate begin- 
ning and intermediate students. 

è German — This nine-week course 
begins Monday, January 4, 5-8 p.m., 
Mondays and Wednesdays, and the 
tuition is $15. This course will be an 
introduction to the German lan- 
guage with an emphasis on conver- 
sational abilities. This class will be 
suited for beginning and inter- 
mediate speakers. 

èe Speedwriting — This nine-week 
course begins Monday, January 4, 
6-9 p.m., Mondays and Wednes- 
days, and the tuition is $15. ABC 
Speedwriting or stenoscript is based 
on the letters of the alphabet and 
common punctuation symbols, as 
well as word sounds. You will learn 
to take dictation and transcribe at 
40-80 words per minute. This would 
allow the student to meet the dicta- 
tion requirements for certain clerical 
positions at Walt Disney World. 

è Shorthand I — This course lasts 18 
weeks and begins Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 2, 6-9 p.m., Tuesdays and 
Thursdays, and the tuition is $30. The 
class is structured for participants 
who have never had shorthand or 
those who would like to refresh their 
memories. 


e Effective Communication — This 
course begins Wednesday, January 
6, noon-3 p.m. and 6-9 p.m. for nine 
weeks and 4-6 p.m. for 14 weeks. The 
tuition is $10. This course will enable 
the management-oriented student to 
interpret clues, attitudes, and traits in 
human relations from the viewpoint 
that meanings are in people — not 
necessarily in the words they ex- 
press. 

è Motivation II — This course begins 
Tuesday, January 5, 12-3 p.m. for 
nine weeks and Thursday, January 7, 
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4-6 p.m. for 14 weeks. The tuition is 
$10. This course, a follow-up of Moti- 
vation I, expands the understanding 
and application of motivational fac- 
tors pertaining to effective supervi- 
sion and achievement. 

e Managing Human Behavior — 
This course begins Thursday, 
January 7, 6-9 p.m., 14 weeks andthe 
tuition is $15. This is a course to pro- 
vide techniques for improving inter- 
personal relationships and add 
insight into human behavior as it re- 
lates to increased productivity and 
efficiency. 

è GED Preparation — This course 
begins Tuesday, January 5, 3-6 p.m., 
Tuesdays and Thursdays, nine 
weeks and the tuition is $15. This 
course is designed to help the student 
prepare to take the GED test for a 
High School Equivalency Diploma. 
The class is individualized to meet 
the needs of each student. 

Any interested cast member 
should sign up now to insure a spot in 
the class or classes of his choice. Re- 
member that education doesn't stop 
after graduation ... learning is a 
way of life!
